
Report Divides City into
24 Basic Communities

Last week the City Council was presented an extensive report on the recrea­ 
tional, park and civic needs of the community with recommendations for develop- 
Wit at a cost of approximately $5,000,000.

In breaking up the city for park and re creational development, Kroeger and Asso­ 
ciates have divided the city in 
neighborhoods and communi­ 
ties.

According to the report, a 
neighborhood is an area of 2000- 
4000 people usually served by 
one elementary school, bounded 
by main streets In ;,uch a way 
ajLto form the smallest logical 
dl|tt for planning purposes. 

Area Break-down
A community is an area com­ 

prising up to four neighbor­ 
hoods, or potential neighbor­ 
hoods, covering about one

community are based on its 
needs as measured by the total 
number of people, their concen­ 
tration and their forecast 
growth.

For purposes of the report, 
the city has been divided into 
24 basic communities or poten­ 
tial communities.

Community No. 1 has been 
designated n« the trlHngular 
urea bounded on the north by 
Redondo B*>ach blvd., on the 
south by 174th st., on the 
west by Hawthorne blvd., and

«n the east by Crenshaw blvd. 
IIP total area Ifl 300 acre* 

with a population of 4375. 
Population Is heavily concen­ 
trated.
The report recommends a 

fiveacre or larger community 
park in connection with the Eve­ 
lyn Carr Elementary school. All 
park facilities would be concen­ 
trated in the eastern part, of the 
community but since this has 
the heaviest population and is 

lmost the geographic center it 
would not be a disadvantage, so 
states the report.

Alternatives
Two alternative sites have 

been recommended   one" east 
of Prairie and the other west 
of Prairie bounded on the north 
by Redondo Beach blvd. They 
would have the advantage of

would not be centrally located. 

Community No. 2 has been 
designated as the area bound­ 
ed on the north by Redondo 
Beach blvd., on the south by 
174th st., on the west by 
Crenshaw blvd. and on the 
east by Gramercy pi. The to­ 
tal area Is 370 acres with a 
population of 5350. 
A new 10 acre park is recom­ 

mended at 166th st. and Arling­ 
ton, which would adjoin the now 
Lincoln School and be centrally 
located. Alternate sites have 
also been indicated between 
170th st. and Gramercy, east of 
Arlington.

Community No. 8 
Community No. 3 is bounded 

on the north by 174th si., on the 
south by 190th St., on the west] 
by Hawthorne blvd., and on the 
east by Prairie ave. It also in­ 
cludes a southwest panhandle 
bounded on the north hy 182nd 
and the Santa FP railroad on thrj 
southwest. The totnl area is 400'

acres with a population of 4165. 
No new park sites are rec­ 

ommended because there are 
already two schools, El Nldo 
and Perry, and a proposed 
school, Magruder, plus El 
Nido park. The report states 
that the park Is poorly situ­ 
ated but the schools are well 
distributed. There is also a 
possibility of a commercial 
golf course in this commu­ 
nity.
None of these recommenda­ 

tions are final until the report 
is reviewed and passed by the 
City Council.

Next week three more of the 
24 communities will be dis­ 
cussed with recommendations 
for recreational facilities.
